The rusty garden piece picked by 
the Everett boys from the two held 
In escrow at the Lincoln hotel was 
not the original at all. they claim, 
but a latter day relic picked up for 
purposes of camouflage. 
In the meantime the real trophy, 
still in presentable condition with 
Sari of its green paint intact, has 
pen sported away from the hotel 
and out of the state, according to 
the Phi Kappa Tau story. 
So with each of the 
Wesleyan 
frats hording 
one of the 
twin 
trophies in a secret place, the mem­ 
bers await February 18 when trial of 
the replevin action has been sched­ 
uled 
One of the stories told about the 
statuette goes back to the year 1906 
when it first appeared from parts I 
unspecified at the Phi Kappa Tau 
house 
Shortly before the war. Phi Kap­ 
pas of that era decided that the old 
iron p'ece was too valuable an heir­ 
loom to let lie around the house. So 
they put it in a bank vault and 


bought another of similar size for 
exhibition purposes.

Water must 
be had before anything can be done, 
he said. It will be needed both for 
the men for planting. 
Water Is Problem. 
Mr Batr has not yet determined 
whether to pump water from the 
creek tor planting or to sink wells. 
"We yin have to put down wells for 
drinking water, of course,” he de­ 
clared. 
“This should not be diffi­ 
cult," he added, ‘as wells In the vi­ 
cinity of the park are not more 
than HO feet deep and they furnish 
sn abundance of good water after 
having been in use many years." 
Commissioner Sch roader believes 
water will be available at about 300 
feet, he said He suggested the erec­ 
tion of a standpipe near the club 
house, however, for pressure and re­ 
serve supply. He believed the pipe 
better than a reservoir and the cost 
is less. 
A number of wells should be sunk 
Balr believes. This would be cheap­ 
er, he says, than laying pipe from 
either a tank or a central pump at 
the source of supply whether it be 
s well or the creek. The wells will 
supply clear, fresh water for the 
lakes, he deciares, and this is pre­ 
ferable for fish as well as for beau­ 
ty 
Short pipe lines could carry 
water far enough so that with hose 
shrubs and flowers everywhere could 
oe well cared for. The greatest prob­ 
lem, he added, will be in supplying 
water for the far stretches of the 
golf course.

Gets Full Value for 
His Money. 


"The city m anager is the most 
modern, sound and scientific form 
of government In existence," de­ 
clared Dr. Leonard D W hite, pro­ 
fessor of political science a t Chicago 
university In an address at the 
Tuesday noon luncheon of the Cos­ 
mopolitan club a t the Lincoln hotel. 
Dr. White personal!v has investi­ 
gated every city which has adopted 
the citv m anager form of govern­ 
m ent 
His survey was made under 
the auspice* of Chicago university 
He Is recognized m an authority on 
this 
type 
of 
municipal 
control, 
which he termed as “the most revo­ 
lutionary development In govern­ 
m ent since the federal system w m 
I evolved.’’ 
Dr. Attrite began his talk by sta t­ 
ing what the city m anager plan is 
not. 
He stated th a t It does not in­ 
terfere with popular control of gov­ 
ernm ent; It Is not opposed to the 
American ideals of democracy. 
On 
the other hand, the city manager 
plan 
of 
government 
is 
making 
American municipal governm ent ef­ 
ficient. 
which, 
according 
to Dr. 
W hite, It certainly has not been. 
Like Buxine** Corporation. 
Explaining the form of the plan 
.which Is proposed for adoption by 
Lincoln. Dr W hite com pared it to 
the structure of modern business 
He likened the city council to the 
board of directors of a corporation 
The general m anager of this cor­ 
poration Is sim ilar to the city m an­ 
s'” '" who is but the hired men of 
the city council 
*T have many erasions to travel 
across the ocean to Europe,” said 
Dr. White, ’and the two questions 
most often asked me are. ‘W hat is 
the reason for the am azing success 
of American business?' and 
How­ 
ls the city m anager form of gov­ 
ernm ent getting along? ** 
The two are inserarable. declared 
Dr. W hite 
They Me both founded 
upon the same principle, a good man 
in the right niece with definitely 
fixed responsibility 
"The city man ager plan of gov­ 
ernm ent was first evolved Iii answer 
; to an emergency. For fifteen years 
j this alan has been operating in va­ 
rious American cities, 
until 
now 
there are 392 cities In the United 
States governed by the city man- 
! ager form 
It has passed the e x ­ 
perim ent stage and is now consid­ 
ered a success. 
“An im portant question relative to 
adoption of any new form of gov­ 
ernm ent is what alii cost. 
First let 
me say that the city m anager Is not 
a device for lowering taxes. 
How­ 
ever, In practically every case where 
the H an has been adopted .It re­ 
sulted In a saving of from $100 000 
to $700,000” declared Dr. W hite. 
Get Full Value. 
"But more im portant than this, 
is the fact that under the city m an­ 
ager the taxpayer Is assured of get­ 
ting full value out of every dollar 
paid Into the city treasury. 
From 
my 
experience 
with this type of 
muntoinal control. I know that it 
lives the people confidence in their 
government. It stone the leaks and 
waste, because a t the head of the 
government Is a trained man who 
is hired to keen employes on the 
lob. he knows how to handle city 
affairs and he Is am bitious to move
